Second Sunday in Advent 

THE SAVING OF SOULS 

Epistle: Hebrews 10:35-39. 

“But we are not of them who draui back 
unto perdition, but of them that believe 
to the saving of the soul.” -“eHeb. 10, 39. 

A new church year has begun, but our 
main concern is the same—the saving of 
souls. 

Many people in the world and even in 
our own communities have not been gather- 
ed into the fold of Christ. They have not 
yet begun on the road that leads to God. 
They must be invited to come along. 
Christ’s marching command is still: “Go 
ye into all the world, and preach the gospel 
to every creature.” Others have heard and 
have started on the road, but the road is 
difficult. They become discouraged and 
are tempted ti turn back. Yet, Jesus does 
not want to break the bruised reed, or to 
quench the smoking flax. We must 
strengthen the weak in faith and encourage 
one another on the way. 

We are not etemally saved before we 
have been delivered from the last judgment. 
By faith we accept God’s promises, we be¬ 
lieve to the saving of the soul Nevertheless 
in this life there is always the danger of 
turning back. The infant is adopted into 
God’s family through Baptism. This in 
itself is no guarantee that every baptized 
person will be etemally saved. There are 
many pitfalls between the cradle and the 
grave, and many fall therein. How urgent 
that parents pray for their baptized little 
ones, and instruct them in the Word of 
God so that in riper years may remain 
in Christ even as by Baptism they have 
been grafted into Him. Through the 
Sunday School and the pastor’s instruction 
class our church desires to help parents to 
preserve the children in the faith, and to 
lead them into a doser fellowship with 
their Lord and Savior. 

The work of the church among the young 
people is not merely to entertain, but to 
strengthen, to guide and to develop the 
spiritual life of the youths while providing 
an outlet for the expression of faith in a 
field of service. The women’s auxiliaries 
are mission societies with the emphasis on 
missions. Thus the women of our congre- 
gations express their love for the Lord by 
service, and by their loving support of 
our mission projects. Through the preach- 
ing of the Word, and this is the chief 
function of the Church, sinners are warned 
and invited to accept God’s grace, while 
the children of God are strengthened and 
admonished to continue in the faith. 

Yet, in spite of all the effort that is 
being done from God’s side through the 
Church, there are many who fall by the 
wayside. It may be due to neglect of 
those responsible for the training in the 
early years. It may be due to indifference 
and carelessness later in life. There may 
be other reasons. We have need of pa- 
tience. For those who draw back it may 
mean perdition, eternal loss of the soul. 

“But we are not of them that draw back 
unto perdition, but of them that believe 
to the saving of the soul”. Is this your 
confession? Salvation is altogether by 
God’s grace and to His glory, yet if our 
soul is lost it is altogether our own fault. 
By grace God saves us; through the means 
of grace He keeps us in the faith. We 
must be faithful in using.the Word of God 
in our hornes as well as at Church. 

Let there be no absentees from the 
worship Services in the future. When God 
speaks, it is important enough for us to 
listen. At His comrrrunion table Christ 
gives Himself in a special manner to His 
children. We must be frequent guests at 
the Lord’s Supper. Prayer is a means of 
communicating with God that we are priv- 
ileged to make use of. Do we? 

He that believeth and is baptized, shall 
be saved. Grant this, Lord, unto us all. 
Amen!

THE MINISTER’S SALARY 
Timely Topic* 

C. K. Solberg 

The laborer is worthy of his hire” (Luke 
10:7). And so is the minister of the gos¬ 
pel. On the average, our pastors are paid 
too small salaries, especially in these days, 
when the cost of living has increased over 
twenty per cent the last few years. 

When we remember that the pastor has 
spent twelve years in school after finishing 
the eighth grade to prepare for his calling, 
he is in most cases paid an inadequate 
salary. Others spend these years making 
money and often command larger salaries. 

The young man heading for the ministry 
spends much money and valuable time in 
securing his education, and then may have 
to borrow cinsiderable money in order to 
finish his schooling. He must then as a 
rule accept a call on a salary of twelve or 
fifteen hundred dollars in a parish where 
incidentals are very small- And likely he 
has a school debt hanging over him for 
many years before he is able to pay it off. 
He must install a telephone and buy an 
automobile, which are mainly used in the 
service of the parish. 

When the time comes to give his children 
an education, he will again be compelled to 
go into debt. In a few years he is con- 
sidered too old to get another and more 
remunerative call. He must remain where 
he is, though he feels he ought to move 
for the good of himself as well as the 
parish. (Among us a pastor at the age of 
45 or 50, when he is really at his best, if 
in good health, finds it hard to get another 
call.) And if he stays on too long, some 
parishes will make life so miserable for him 
that he is forced to resign, left homeless 
and often penniless, as he has not been 
able to lay by anything on his small sal¬ 
ary. 

During the depression years many pas¬ 
tors volunteered a cut in their salaries, but 
when good times returned, their salaries 
were, in many cases, not brought back to 
their original amount, not to speak of being 
raised. Other salaried people have receiv- 
ed a reasonable raise in these times of pro- 
sperity and higher cost of living while we 
know of many underpaid pastors who have 
not had a raise since the cost of living has 
greatly increased. 

We hope the needed raise in salary for 
the officials of our synod made at the recent 
church convention will be a reminder to 
many congregations to go and do likewise 
in giving their pastors and adequate raise.

Question : Should Christians mix with 
worldly people in order to bring them to 
Jesus? 

Answer: There can be no doubt about 
Christians bringing worldly people to 
Jesus. “Go ye make disciples” certainly 
means that worldly people are to be 
brought from a state of (non) discipleship 
to one of discipleship. That can be done 
only by Christians contacting them. The 
word “mix” may not be so fortunate a 
term. Christians should mix with world- 
lings like oil and water. Christians should 
be the oil that stays on the top. They 
Should not be brought under by the world- 
ly influences. Christians are not to be 
conformed to the world’s life and standards. 
“Be not fashioned according to this world: 
but be ye transformed by the renewing of 
your mind, that ye may prove what is 
the good and acceptable and perfect will of 
God.” When Christians fashion them- 
selves according to this world they add 
sanction and' respectability tb the world’s 
pursuits and activitiés. They aré then as 
welcome to the world as candy to the 
“sweet tooth.” 

Lose not the place of power. “Ye are 
the salt of the earth: but if the salt have 
lost its savor, wherewith shall it be salted? 
it is thenceforth good for nothing, but to 
be east out and trodden under foot of 
men” (Matt. 5:13). —ARP. 

Question: If a person is a true believer 
in God, but does not go to church, can 
he be saved? 

Answer: If he is a true believer in 
God, he is a believer in Jesus Christ, and 
in the Holy Spirit. He confesses, “I be¬ 
lieve in God—in Jesus Christ—in the Holy 
Spirit: the holy Christian Church. the com- 
munion of saints.” If he is physically un- 
able to go to church where the Word is 
preached and the saeraments administered, 
the church must go to him. The Holy 
Spirit will lead him into fellowship with 
the members of the body of Christ. 

Of course, if he be a shipwrecked and 
marooned “Friday” all alone on an island 
somewhere, there could be a little more to 
say on the subjeet. 

“Not forsaking our own assembling to- 
gether as the custom of some is,—for if 
we sin wilfully” etc. (Reacl Hebr. 10:26— 
31.) ' —ARP. 

Question : Is there anything unscriptural 
about belonging to a lodge? 

Answer: Every lodge member should be 
a good enough lodge member to know what 
his lodge teaches in its literature, liturgies 
and practices. Many don’t know. They 
are neither good lodge members nor good 
Christians. 

A lodge member said to another, “If we 
live up to the principles of our lodge that 
will be good enough. That is more than 
Christians do.” The same old work right 
eousness religion that the flesh loves. The 
principles of this lodge implied that salva¬ 
tion consists in being faithful lodge mem¬ 
bers and good neighbors. No such thing 
as accepting and confessing Christ as the 
only hope of salvation. Membership in 
such lodges is unscriptural and wrong. 

There are lodges and organizations and 
clubs that offer no degree of salvation. 
What kind of parties do they throw? They 
are wholesome and clean, they say. Ac¬ 
cording to what standard? The standard 
of the world? In appraising certain gather- 
ings one said, “We search every one who 
enters, and no one with anything on the 
hip may come in.”
